The  lituatiou  of  America,  prior  to 
the  French  Revolution,  whs  ot  mat 
kind,  wlii.  Ii  e-  et  v  intanr  nation  under 
fi.i.ilai  c  ircumiLuu  es,  might  he  inpp<. 
fed  to  enjoy,  as  a  nation  ot  men ,  tht 
charadei  which  her  ttrnggle fel  lib«r- 
tv,  ga*e  her  amour;  the  empires  of  the 
earth,  had  entitled  her  to  all  that  ref 
yeSl  which  flows  horn  virtuous  inten- 
tions. ^VapeonlepoBedinga  foil  ami 
a  climate  of  unrivaled  excellence,  wr- 
-were  entitled  to  refpect  ourftlves,  a« 
the  peculiar  favorites  OI1  fortune,  And 
to  anticipate  the  enjoyment  of  thit 
repoic  which  thefe  circnjiiftanret,  as 
veil  as  our  remote  (UuatlOii  from  the 
re II  of  the  world,  {jive  ns  reafon  to 
hope  lor.  We  found  an  exrenfive 
continent  obfcprely  fttutued  in  tlie 
Well,  poQefljng  innumerable  advan- 
tages calculated  to  nurture  the  fpirit 
of  peace  and  all  thofe  amiable  artr'r. 
butcs  of  1  epuhlicat  iim,  which  the  ret 
of  mankind  had  been  ft  ran  gen  to.— 
The  fierce  fpirit  of  national  anioiolt- 
ties  wliirli  had  for  aces  been  engend- 
ered under  the  chilling  influence  of 
deipoiic  iii0.it  tltiuas,  had  forgot  to 
clow  jn  the  milder  and  more  contje- 
Jjaj  regions  of  the  Wcltcrn  World. 
(Jndei  1  lie  Influence  bf  thefe  circum- 
fiances,  the:  e  exifled  no  temptations 
to  our  citizen,  to  entertain  any  defires 
heyond  tite  humble  concerns  of  his 
farm,  where  all  his  happinefs  ii  cen- 
tied,  antl  his  true  gloiy  appeared  to 
reft.  Ofcourfethe  United  .States  be- 
came in  a  Ihort  lime,  peculiarly  agri- 
r  .;  firal,  which  not  only  foiled  the 
jg-uiu*.  the  mant.eis  and  habits  of  our 
.countrymen,  hut  aftorded  an  imine'ufe 
fiir'jtlus  QVfT  and  al:ove  the  their  aJtu- 
yi  conftin;pti(iu  ;  which  gsy'e  origin  to 
a  fyfi»  pi  ot'  commerce  no':  to  have  b?en 
(Vt.'oei.IVd  with,  in  pur  endeavors  to 
facilitate  t' .»  prpfperiri}  of  the  na- 
tioo.  WitTi  th-  ujoll  intereltijig  and 
jefpe&abjc  powers ol  Europe,  treaties 
of  friendiiiip  a,1d  commerce,  were 
deemed  ablolmely  necetfary,  to  give 
ciinnira»finent  t<>  the  only  pi  P  d' in 
tereft,  which  ihe  fuuuion  our  country 
recommended  119  to  put  foe.  Beneath 
the  inllnence  of  this  commerce,  and 
tlie  piildeft  of  onr  Taws,  our  merchant, 
fun. cr  at  id  piechanic,  began  to  feel 
.  thcmiclves  in  tlie  rational  enjoyment 
of  life.  We  neither  dreaded  our  jnot  e 
contiguous  neighbors,  nor  conceived 
it  conijjteot  with  tlie  policy  of  foreign 
powers,  to  mo'.ell  that  repofe  which 
we  had  won  with  the  fword,  and  fond- 
ly hoped  to  e!lab!if.ias  an  inheritance 
for  our  pofiei  ity.  —  An  accumulating 
national  debt,  oppi  efljvc-i^xa-.ions  and 
fyrftQrjicai  laws,  were  evj]s  which  we 
licit lic-r  Ult,  noj"  ''id  any  realpn  to 
conceive  wr>«Id  ever  become  neceflary 
or  probable.  The  profpecl  of  the 
paR  conriined  nothing  in  our  conduct, 
which  so|fih^  ir1  f;>i ■  e  the  mind  \.  th  a 
iingle  ffntiment  of  regret,  nor1  tl^ofe 
of  the  future,  with  any  anticipations, 
hut  what  awakened  our  fond  eft  hopes, 
for  national  psjierjt]  and  happinefs.

won o.oke out.—  1  hUalionittth  gevent 
iatnicdiatt  ly  Opened  a  new  field  lor 
phHOfophieAl  .  eheei  ion—  the  mind  was 
intiasulj  Kt  towoiK  tot  <iifco\tr  the 
cj^.I;  of  foimportaOt  an  ilfect  :  ano- 
\elry  v\  hi  h  u  nnkii.d  wtie  neither 
prepared  tor,  ot  had  e\en  held  in  the 
mod  rcmoie  calculation.  —  1  he  long 
St  tyiannical  opprcl  10ns  of  the  riench 
nation,  togetbei  with  tlie  example 
Which  the  American  revolution,  and 
the  Ameiicati  fituadOQ  held  out,  were 
found  to  be  the  approximate  eauferol 
this  lingular  event.—  this  revolution', 
in  contemplating  the  deftrncti^n  ot' 
one  of  tlie  moll  rigorous  defpo: i fort 
that  had  ever  bound  up  Ui  chain";  the 
ciwl  p.  ivileges  of  matdund,  pointed 
eventually  to  a*  prosrtotioo  of  Koerty, 
and  a  relloration  of  thofe  rigb'.s  to 
w!4ich  they  had,  for  a  f cries  of  ages, 
hecn  llrangers.  It  being  the  caul*  of 
buntanUv,  and  America  Laving  noth- 
ing to  dread  from  i  s  uiHuence,  but 
prompted  by  thole  virtuous  feUrimenti 
which  (he  lud  nurtured  as  cpnfrituetit 
jirtuciples  in  her  political  exuience, 
li:t  was  the  firll  To  exprefi  her  joy  at 
(He  gloriou*  event,  and  to  feel  the 
uilc  of  France  as  her  own  caafe,  at'.! 
the  ca.ile  of  the  human  race.  A  dif- 
parity  of  op'nion  on  the  fnhjecf.  from 
one  end  of  the  continent  to  the  other, 
was  difficult  to  be  found — tl.e  govern- 
ment was  as  ardent  in*its  piofeilions  of 
fuendlirieft  to  the  canfe,  as  the  people 
wei  e  elated  at  an  e  vent  which  brought 
to  mind  the  remembrance  of  their  a\\  n 
calamities,  in  which  they  law  t!.r 
French  nation  home  down  w  ith  ep- 
preifi'on,  Itnigglin-  lot  liberty,  and 
ultimately  crowned  w'uh  fuccefs. 

In  tlie  mcAiitimethe  afifoirs  of  France 
bare  the  molt  unfavorable  afpect  ; 
which  w  as  deeply  and  lincerely  re- 
gretted by  the  government  and  people 
itt  L'njr.  .1  ot  -tt-i,  who,  as  tluy  had 
been  fitnila-lv  fitnated,  lelt  ^»ery 
w<,i:n;1  :he  revolution  received  a»  one 
inflicted  on  themlel  /es.— f  his  friend- 
ly  di^Mjiiiion  was  not  the  reful:  ot  by- 
pdcricy"  in  America1  ;  for  at  tliat  peri- 
I  od,  lh e-  had  much  to  lole,  perhap*, 
I  from  the  ambition  of  the  European 
princes,  and  much  to  gain  fion  the 
progrefs  of  tepabliranii in  and  the  ef 
tabiiiluucnt  of  civil  inltitutioas  funilar 
to  her  own.  Tlie  fuirerity  of  hei 
tiieiulll.ip  was  evinced,  at  the  rifque 
of  the  good  und-r!landing  which  fub- 
lille.l  beTween  tliefe  flates  nnd  the 
powers  of  hurope.  By  thofe  iepeattd 
prayers  and  tlianklgivings.w  la i a  li  w  ere 
lb  devoutly  nffei  ed  up,  for  the  falva- 
tion  and  fuccefs  of  tlie  canfe,  by  eve- 
ry  clafs  and  denomination  of  people 
throughout  the  union. 

It  was  not  with  the  fame  fympathy 
that  the  potentates  of  huiope  beheld 
this  mighty  revolution,  moving  on 
with  rapid  advances  in  the  promotion 
of  that  knowledge  and  fpii  it  of  liber- 
ty, which  was  one  day  to  fhake  the 
very  thrones,  from  whence  the  poweVs 
of  royalty  were  difpenfed. — It  was.  meet  on  Monday  the  20th  of  Aupufl  en 
pulling  down  one  of  the  fundamental  'filing  at  Hugh  bhinnons fettlemcnt  and 


.ltn,  oFlafe'y,  to  which  ilie  inhab 
irants  gPEurpp*  reloited.  to  partici- 
pate of  the  bleding*  wbich  tliey  found 
fo  liberally  difpenfed  throughout  the 
jinion.  ropulation  be^an  to  inci  cafe, 
.our  agriculture  to  gi  ow?,  a  nd  our  com- 
ja.^rce  to  acquire  a  cpnfidciabic  de- 


fuitof,  in  as  much  as  they  were  eflen- 
tjally  different  fiom  thole  vihofe  rigor 
it  had  felt  bcloj  e,  tendcu  to  Upnialk 
ihe  policy  of  the  European  deipots, 
and  todifplay  it  in  Inch  deteiUlde  rO- 
I  >rs,  us  could  not  fail  to  ex<  ite  tl:e  ciif- 
guft  acd  oppofition  of  their  tubjeCts 
f  hey  acre  viewed  as  the  forerunners 
of  lome  difallrous  event,  w  hich  miabl 
rear  open  the  long  concealfd  rabinei 
of  reafdn,  and  dilcover  to  man  the 
knoa  Kdge  of  hlmlelf,  his  dignity  ami 
his  rights.— It  is  not  to  be  w  ondered 
at,  therefoi e,  that  this  revolution,  ap- 
parently fo  favorable  to  the  mierells 
of  the  human  race,  mould  be  maikcd 
in  its  progrefs  with  envy  and  diflaiil 
faction,  by  thofe  who  had  loll  tht 
leelings  of  hdmamry,  in  the  habits  ol 
opp'elh.in  1  Ins  fpii  it  gave  01  igin  to 
one  of  the  mofl  formidable  combina- 
tions the  world  had  ever  feen  j  which 
aimed  at  a  compIr.it  extermination  p{ 
the  rcpub'i(.  by  reRoi  ing  the  monarch 
iO  his  throne,  and  devoting  the  people 
to  their  ancient  (fate  of  Uivery.— 
fiance  had  not  only  much  to  fear  on 
this  head,  but  tb'.le  J.-r.'s  were  alf. 
fetollbly  increafe.l  by  the  internal  tac- 
tions which  continued  to  exill,  a  con 
fideiable  lime,  witlfio  the  bcfoln  ol 
tlie  icpnblic.     C.Mivnli'r.:  by  all  the 

lavage  HOrrora  attendant  oh  civil  war. 
and  nppofed  by  the  mofl  powerful  na 
ijjns  ia  tlie  wor'.d,  her  fate,  for  a  lonp 
time,  became  fufpepded  between  the 
extremes  of  hope  and  fear,  which 
marked  her  deft  mi  y  with  thai  problem 
a';tal  f .-. :.orc,  i  roui  w  hi'-n  1  o  certain 
calcblaiftoui  toulcl  be  drawn. 

It  was  at  tiiis  unhappy  cfills,  that 
America  viewed  France irj  thecharuc- 
■  <  1  ol  1  he  h)!v  ami  the  lricnd.  /\  1 1 . 1  c? fl 
every  danger  whjch  appeared  to 
threaten  that  infant  republic. Yieitliei 
awed  by  the  coalition  of  r]|  Europe, 
or  the  fufpicions  of  a  toumer-revolu- 
tion,  flte  Mill  appears  to  have  openly 
expr#]ied  her  difapprobation  of  the 
polity  pOrfued  by  «he  combined  pow- 
eiSj  and  to  ha*c  followed  the  fuccelfes 
ot  the  French  arms,  with  mutual  fen 
timetlts  of  joy.  At  that  peiiod  fhc 
beheld  in  I  ranee  a  great  and  magna- 
nimous nation,  attempting  to  add' one 
more  link  to  ihe  chain  of  republican* 
il'm,  Which  the  condition  of  man,  and 
the  Indicating  progrc.fi  ofknowledkC, 
fecmed  to  imlicate,  was  one  day  to 
connect  the  human  race  together. 

fntw  hilll  thefe  thttigs  were  tranf- 
atrkir.g  in  F.urope,  it  became  a  duty  in 
America  to  examine  her  own  relative 
fua.uic  i,  and  to  form  fome  plan  thai 
might  proret'l  her  from  that  vortex  ol 
European  politics,  which  appeared  to 
threaten  the  mofl  direful  conlcqnencrs 
to  the  contending  parties.— In  lillen- 
ingtothe  voice  of  th  hi  duty,  the  vv.;» 
determined  to  be  icgnlated  b)  what 
reafon  and  her  own  lituation  deemed 
moll  pn  dent  ;  without  conceiving 
thai  Hie  w^s  engaged  by  prior  llipula 
tions.  to  afi'ume  an  active  part  on  the 
one  fide  or  the  other.  She  could  not, 
alfo,  liH*e  ronllrued  her  hefttation  on 
tJiis  fuhjecl  as  incomputible  with  her 
former  pn  feflions  of  triendihip  tow- 
ants  France,  nor  as  a  dereliction  of 
that  caufe  which  Ihe  Rill  viewed  ak 
the  canfe  of  man,  embraced  with  en 
thuliafm,  and  honored  in  her  councils.

■\\  e  have  at  prefent  in  thefe  ports, 
53  (hips  of  the  line,  completely  equip- 
ped and  prov iiioned  for  fix  mouths, 
of  which  21  have  been  got  ready  at 
7  011 1  >n,  and  1  2  have  been,  formerly 
in  the  Venetian  jervice.
